William Husnolt was ono of thcao. lie 
had hold aclurksbip for olght yearn, on 
a slowly -Increasing salary, and had boon 
temporalis, frugal, and industrious.

"I was out 6( sight of n white tnca. 
except tlmi of my husbond, for live 
yearn I was Interested In tho snvnga 
women, nnd It Is wonderful to soo how 
quickly they learned now Ideas. Tho 
men nearly nil marry two wives. Tho 
first Is nl ways tlio rular of tho second, 
but they seem to get on well together,, 
nicy havo as far os- I could discover 
no religion what over. They seemed 
lo worship nothing. I saw horrlblo 
and cruel sights In thoso five yearn. 
I do not believe, though, with Stanley, 
lhat experience* of that sort muku 
women one whtt teas womanly. I 
think thoy mnknher »-co there Is some- 
thing in the world to consider besides 
her comfort nnd convcnlonca I live 
tn Guayaquil now. Wo havo n great 
forest of those splendid trees, and my 
husband is sending a few samples to 
this country, I hhnlt send > a twenty- 
dx Inch board of tills splendid huod 
wood to the World's Fair.
